CULTIVATION OF CORN. 


IraM And (tan Prodno*. Dl( Tlddl.

At the Illinois experiment station ex- 


penmeuts with corn were commoted for 
> period of lix year*. As reported, m * 
bulletin from thla station, th» te«u 
made indicate the advisability of the 
•election of medium rather than either 
early or late maturing varieties, those 
with ears above the average, bnt not re- 
markably large In size, and those which 
combine as many good qualities as poa- 
•ible. But «omu of the most profitable 
varieties have been faulty in some re- 
spects. Tbe largest yields of shelled corn 
have not been secured from varieties 
With tbe smallest cobs, or with deepest 
kernels, or, in all oases, with symmetric 
ol ears. As a rule, it is not advisable 
to select for tbe mam crop a variety 
wliich has been produoed for north or 
south of the latitude in v> hich it is to be 
planted A small acreage of some early 
maturing variety may be profitably 
planted for use iu the early autumn 
Such varieties are also valuable if corn 
must be planted exceptionally late. 


The results of experiments with cross 


bred corn suggest the importance of 
thorough trials of the practice of cross- 
ing desirable varieties 
Uniformity of 


type is sacrificed, but in a largo major 
ity of the trials made at the station the 
yields from cross bred sued have been 
larger tLan thoso from the pure bred 
paient seed 


Contrary to the opinion aud practice 


of the large majority of Illinois farm- 
ers, the results of the experiments is to 
thickness of planting, almost without 
exception, indicate that thicker plant 
lug than is ordinarily practiced will 
give larger yields of both corn and 
stalks. In five yeaisout of mi planting 
at the rate of at least four kernels per 
hill in tbe rows at the usu li -rhatances 
for planting in Illinois Ins given larger 
yields of corn than thinner plantings 
In the exceptionally dry year, 1898, 
somewhati thinner plantings gave better 
results.
